PORTERVILLE —- 
Mechanized agriculture 
minicourses that students take 
on their own time are paying off 
in two ways - additional schoul 
credits and job offers. 

Set up by Ray Kennedy, 
agriculture department 
supervisor, minicourses last year 
enrolled 300 students from 
Porterville and Monache high 
schools, 30 percent of whom got 
jobs on the basis of skills they 


had learned. 


This year the enrollment is 
expected to run higher, and as 
the program becomes better 
known, job offers will likely 
increase. 

Two general types of students 


take the minicourses, Kennedy 
says, those who do not intend to 
go on to college and who need a 
vocational skill, and those who 
do plan to continue their 
education but who need summer 
jobs or a job while attending 
college. - 

Designed by Kennedy, the 
minicourses are a new approach 
to agriculture education that 
seems to fill a need of students 
for training on specific machines 
used in agriculture, and the need 
of equipment owners for 
competent people with basic 
training in machine operation.

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TOTAL PUBLIC IMPACT OVERLOOKED 
BY SOME CONSERVATION LEADERS 


SACRAMENTO — 
California’s natural resources are 
being nibbled away by 
well-meaning conservationists 
who watch-dog special interests 
but neglect total public impact, 
warned the region’s top state 
forest officer in commenting on 
annual observance of California 
Conservation week, March 7-14. 

“Well-meaning environmental 
groups are erasing large land 
areas from their full public use 
by focusing their actions on a 
single aspect of the overall 
picture,” claimed Deputy State 
Forester Howard Moore, south 
Sierra district chief of the 
California Division of Forestry. 

‘“*Strongly-oriented 
organizations have influenced 
government actions and private 
development plans to safeguard 
their special interest areas. 
Largely overlooked has been the 
overall. need for a’ balanced 
current use and some reserve to 
serve future environmental 
needs,” Moore said. 

Commenting on the 
effectiveness of their efforts, 
Moore indicated that special 
conservation groups have 
attracted public attention to 
rising environmental pressures 
and have been -largely 
responsible for the recent trend 
in ecology awareness. “These 
leaders are strong and dedicated 


and have sounded their appeals 
with outstanding success in both 
public and political channels,” 
the deputy state forester stated, 

‘‘There’s tremendous 
competition for all the resources 
of the mountains,” explained 
Moore, citing water as a typical 
example of the struggle between 
environmental factions. Boaters 
are interested in sustained water 
storage levels. Hikers want 
stream-side beauty untouched. 
Fishermen desire cool, 
well-stocked streams and lakes. 
Cities need domestic water 
supplies. Farmers want adequate 
underground storage and 
irrigation of summer crops. 

“We need to remember that 
people as well as trees, animals, 
air and water are a part of the 
environment. We cannot afford 
to ignore their material needs 
any more than we can their 
aesthetic needs,” Moore said. 

Ray B. Hunter, director of 
the Department of Conservation, 
described the problem slightly 
differently. “The state can 
propose solutions and adopt 
resolutions, but it’s the people 
who will determine the quality 
of the environment in which 
they live.’ Hunter expressed 
hope that “all Californians will 
take time to consider their 
relationship to their respective 
environment.” 


Dirigibles Again 


Most of today’s generation 
know. about lighter-than-air 
travel only through the ap- 
pearance of the famous Good- 
year blimp at sports events. It 
has been more than three dec- 
ades since the horrible, flam- 
ing death of the dirigible Hin- 
denburg at Lakehurst, New 
Jersey destroyed not only the 
lives of 36 persons but also 
the promising future of air- 
ship transportation. 

A resurrection of that po- 
tentially fabulous industry, 
however, is in the making. 
From Washington comes word 
that a group of aerospace en- 
gineers have bold plans, as 
one reporter put it, “to march 
backward into the future.” 
They would turn man’s atten- 
tion, in part at least, from the 
concept of high altitude, su- 
personic speed, to low and 
slow flying dirigibles. 

The economics of this con- 
cept are not new, of course. 
The dirigible’s special value 
is its ability to transport im- 
mense loads at low cost. But’ 
in an era of environmental

concern, the airship also of- 
fers clean propulsion and al- 
most no noise in contrast to 
the supersonic contamination 
of both air and ears. Further, 
it can go anywhere, and serve 
not only as a transport, but as 
a vehicle for defense or disas- 
ter relief, and even as an aer- 
ial hospital. 

A low-fiying dirigible nos- 
ing out of the night clouds is 
an awesome sight, one that 
new generations may yet be 
privileged to see.

SACRAMENTO -— 
Assemblyman Gordon Duffy has 
announced that he is introducing 
a resolution that will launch an 
investigation of the practice of 
pharmacy by an expert 
commission to be appointed by 
Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti. 

“The practice of pharmacy is 
long overdue for an in-depth 
legislative review,” said Duffy. 
“New techniques in drug 
manufacturing and packaging 
have virtually eliminated the 
traditional role of the 
pharmacist in compounding 
drugs. 

“Pharmacists today are far 
over-trained for their actual role 
in a retail pharmacy setting. We 
should either find new ways to 
use their expertise or lower the 
training requirements for 
licensure as a pharmacist.” 

Duffy’s resolution calls for a 
commission composed of 
pharmacists, educators, 
physicians, administrators, and 
consumers, among others, to 
make recommendations to the 
legislature.

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MATHIAS STATEMENT 
ON BUDGET, PROGRAMS 
UNDER NEW REVISIONS 


WASHINGTON D.C. — 
Congressman Bob Mathias has 
released the following statement 
concerning impact of some of 
the recent national budgetary 
and social program changes. 

“I support President Nixon’s 
desire to return decision-making 
and the resources necessary. for 
effective programming to elected 
officials at. the local level,” he 
said. In addition to general 
revenue sharing funds which 
have been distributed, the 
administration is planning to 
resubmit a broad series of special 
revenue sharing proposals 
designed to replace cumbersome 
grant programs now in existence. 

** Additionally, new special 
revenue sharing funds have been 
proposed for education and 
manpower programs to better 
serve people in local areas.” 

The amount of $950-million 
will go for manpower revenue 
sharing and $2,757 billion will 
go for educational revenue 
sharing in Fiscal year 1974. 

Congressman Mathias said, 
“A great many letters have come 
to my office concerning 
discontinuation of the Head 
Start program. It is not true that 
Head Start will be shut down 
but it is a fact that the 
President’s budget for Fiscal 
Year 1974, includes $14 million 
more for this program than the 
current budget. I realize that 
Head Start has been very helpful 
in many instances, and I am glad 
to see that the President also 
recognizes this.” 

‘‘In the past the federal 
government has undertaken 
many over-ambitious~ social 
commitments of various types, 


pushed aside state and local - 


governments and the private 
sector, and tried to solve social 
problems on the faulty 
assumption that any human 
problem could be solved simply 
by throwing federal dollars at it. 
Certainly, the effort was 
laudable, but the results were 
generally a failure.

instructional setup, according to 
Kennedy. 

Minicourses now being 
offered through the year include 
instruction and actual field 
experience in operation of weed 
oilers, fork lifts, spraying 
equipment, hay cuber, hay 
swather-bailer-harrow bed, grain 
harvester, forest . fire fighting 
equipment, tree shaker, tray 
elevator, cotton picker, orchard 
heating equipment, packing 
house equipment, tree topper, 
hydraulic pruner, land leveling 
machines, and feed mill 
equipment, also instruction in 
equipment servicing, cultivating 
practices, and irrigating. 

“Classrooms” are the fields of 
farmers who are cooperating in 
the program,” Kennedy says. 
‘They didn’t want to be 
bothered with kids and they 
didn’t want to put kids on 
expensive pieces of equipment 
that might be valued at from 
$4,000 to over. $50,000. 

Kennedy’s talking point was 
that supervision would be 


‘provided and that qualified 


equipment operators are 
becoming fewer and fewer and 
harder to find. 

“It was a struggle for the first 
year, but now we have farmers 
coming to us and we have more 
equipment volunteered by 
dealers than we can _ use,” 
Kennedy says. 

Acceptance of the program 
by students hinges on several 
factors, Kennedy believes. 
“Many of them are facinated by 
farm equipment and find a real 
challenge in learning to operate 
it. Once they have learned, they 
take pride in handling it. And 
many of them just like the 
outdoor work better than the 
classroom. 

“] had one real trouble-maker 
in class who changed his whole 
outlook when he got into a 
minicourse. He told me that no 
one had ever before trusted him 
with anything and there he was 
driving a $48,000 piece of 
equipment. 

“‘Another boy who. was 
having trouble with his reading 
in an English .class had no 
problem at all reading a parts 
manuai because he was 
interested in that. Even some of

Kennedy is now writing a paper 
on organization and procedures 
for Cal Poly at San Luis Obispo; 
other high school agriculture 
teachers have been talking with 
Kennedy. 

In order to keep a record and 
to be able to show how the 
program functions, short video 
tapes have been made on each 
Operation covered in the 
minicourses. 

Working with Kennedy is 
Verl Jett, an agriculture 
instructor at Porterville High 
school, who supervises much of 
the field work in addition to 
conducting regular classroom 
courses.
